Jiew Dilcb Projett. 


We have been given to understand 


that the Washoe Land and Water Co. 
has abandoned its original intention 
of constructing a ditch from Bronco 
to irrigate the desert land ;n Lem- 
mons', Proctor, Spanish Springs and 
Warm Springs valleys. A survey 
has shown that the ditch would be 
80 miles long, and for a considerable 
portion of the route over a very rongh 
road. It would cost about 86,000 a 
mile, or nearly half a million of dol- 
lars, which is a greater sum than the 
Co. has to expend. The latest plan 
submitted, and one likely to be car- 
ried out, is to commence a ditch to 
take tbe water out of tbe river jnst a 
little above Verdi, leave out Lem- 
mons' Valley, thus avoiding the most 
expensive part of the route, and car- 
ry 10,000 inches, which would be 
sufficient for Proctor.Spanisb Springs 
and Warm Springs valley. It is be- 
lieved that this project can be pnt 
through for less than 873,000, and 
the chances are that the scheme will 
be tried.
